1 ) The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2) Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Uchida (EP 1072446) in view of Marzocchi (US 3865682) and Watanabe et al (US 
2002/0176986) and optionally further in view of Agarwal et al (US 5173136). 

Uchida discloses a studless tire having a tread comprising diene rubber and 
short glass fibers oriented in the thickness direction wherein 1 .1 < E1/E2 < 4 and the 
hardness is 45-75 degrees. The glass fibers have an average fiber diameter of 1-100 
micrometers and an average length of 0.1-5 mm. Uchida therefore substantially 
discloses the claimed invention except for surface treating the short glass fibers. 

As to claims 1-8, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
treat the short glass fibers of Uchida with a surface treating agent comprising resorcinol 
formaldehyde latex (RFL) to improve adhesion of the short glass fibers to the rubber of 
the tire tread since (1) Marzocchi, directed to glass fiber reinforced rubber material for 
products such as tires, teaches minimizing the problem of bonding glass fibers to rubber 
by coating the glass fibers with RFL treating agent, (2) Watanabe et al, directed to glass 
fibers for fiber reinforced products such as tires, teaches that is common to coat a 
reinforcing fibers such as glass fibers with RFL treating agent to increase adhesion 
between the fibers and the rubber and thereby improve durability of the rubber product 
and optionally (3) Agarwal et al suggests coating short fibers for a tire tread with RFL 
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treating agent to improve bonding of the fibers to the rubber of the tread and thereby 
improve properties such as tear resistance.
